OVERSEAS VOTE . 
IN THE ELECTIONS 
BEING ALLOCATED 


TWO HUNDRED AND FORTY 
THOUSAND SOLDIERS VOTED 
IN THE RECENT FEDERAL 
ELECTIONS. 


Ottawa, Jan. 7—Two hundred and 
forty thousand military and naval 
votes were cast overseas in the gener- 
al elections. In North America the 
naval and military vote totalled ap- 
proximately 40,000. Allocation of the 
overseas vote is now well in hand. 
Votes cast on the European continent 
are allocated and counted at the office 
of the Canadian commissioner in Paris 
those cast in Great Britain at the 
office of the high commissioner in Lon- 
don.

SIGNS OF A TITANIC 
STRUGGLE 


London, January 7%—Although in- 
fantry operations in the major war 
theatres are of a minor character, 
signs. are not wanting that big battles 
are in the process of making in 
Flanders, France, and Italy. At vari- 
ous points in these three war zones 
intensive artillery duels are going on 
day and night. 


Cambrai sector, where the British are 
facing the Germans, along the Aisne, 
on the Verdun sector, and along the 
Moselle river where the forces of the 
German crown prince are opposing 
the French, and in-the Italian -high- 
lands where the Austro-German troops 
are aligned against the Italians, 
French, and British. 

Southwest of Ypres, in Flanders, the 
Germans have made an attempt to 
enter the British positions, but met 


with repulse and heavy losses under 


the fire of the British artillery and 
machine guns. Likewise an attempt- 


ed raid against the French positions , 


on Hill 304 in the Verdun sector was 
stopped with sanguinary losses to the 
German. These two manoeuvres con- 
stitute the only activity by infantry 
forces at any point except that small 
British patrols at several places 
forced crossings of the Piave river 
against the Teutonic allies.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter eection uf available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suo-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Domiaion lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. | 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
five within nine miles of his home- 
atead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In cortain districts a homesteader 
ip good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on ‘certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted, his 
homestead right may take a _ puré 
chased homestead -in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

FAMILY DOCTOR'S 


SUBMARINE RAN 
UPON A SHOAL 


CREW FACED DEATH FOR HOURS 


London.—Death in varied forms 
menaced and played for many hours 
with the crew of the British submar- 
ine E-17,..wrecked and finally sunk 
after a gallant fight for life off _the 
coast .of Holland, according to the 
story of. her commander, now told for 
the first time. His account gives-.a 
vivid’ picture of an all night struggle 
to save the submarine and her com-, 
pany from the battering of the waves 
which hammered the little. vessel 
upon the shoal, of a fight with fire in 
her hold, against leaks that threatened 
to fill her with water and to catch and 
secure a torpedo thrown from its lash- 
ings with its war head in place, men- 
acing ‘all with instant destruction. 

Writing from a Dutch internment 
camp, the :£-17's commander, after 
telling of the stranding of the sub- 
marine and the vain struggle to float 
her, adds: i 

“The antics of the boat proved too 
much for the lashings of one of the 
spare torpedoes; the tail held firm, 
but the nose, with the heavy war head, 
‘In place, commenced threshing about 
in the boat, and would have done a 
-ot of damage if it had not been rap- 
sdly secured. 

WATER BURNS OUT LIGHTS. 

“Large quantities of water had come 
lown the conning tower and made an 
awful mess of things. It got at the 
electric light switchboards, fused the 
police lights and started a fire behind 
he ‘switchboards, which kad to be 
gut out with one of the patent fire- 


2xtinguishers. 

“It was a terrible time, that period 
of waiting for the dawn. None of us 
-hought that the boat could last out, 
ind I take off my hat to the men who 
nade her; it was simply wonderful 
che amount of hammering work she 
ook, My inspection showed the rud- 


‘er had gone and the after compart- 
nent had a large connection with the 
sea, probably through the hole where 
-he rudder had been. The bulkhead 
‘£ this compartment had also been 
strained and was leaking. Both pro- 
pellor shafts had been slightly bent 
»y the bumping,and both main engines 
1ad got damp and were full of elec- 
vic leaks; six of the big main tanks 
vere holed and the ship was leaking 
‘nternally in about a dozen places. 

“When dawn came I found we were 
icarcely fifty yards from shore at a 
point ahout midway along the island 
3f Texel, had a clear sea behind us 
vithout shoals, and that the sea had 
zone down a lot. We were leakng so 
badly I felt that diving would be a 
risky experiment, only to be tried in 
che extremist case, with probably a 
3 to 1 chance against us. I was.quite 
satisfied, however, we could get back 
to England if the weather held good 
and we were not interfered with. 

TRIES TO ELUDE CRUISER. 

“About 9.45 we sighted a cruiser 
coming along the coast and steaming 
very fast. A rain squall was coming 
ap behind her which blotted her out 
before we could distinguish details, 
hut she altered her course toward land 
just before going out of sight. . 

“The most hopeful~scheme seemed 
to be to get straight out seaward, in 
hope of slipping away unobserved in 
the mist. It was painfully slow 
work; ages passed, and we began to 
cheer up, thinking all‘was well.

Ottawa, Dec.—By ‘this time the wise 


:men;-who seem to constitute ‘an over- 


whelming majority in this fair Canada 


"of. ours, have figured: out just. what 


their decision-of a week ago last Mon- 
day means.,. What“did the election 
say to-all anid sundry? 

To the world at large it said ‘“Can- 
ada.can rise above-party in a crisis, 
putting herselfconfidently in the hands 
of men chosen on merit, who will have 


an eye single to two great purposes— 


to make the world safe for democracy 
and to make democracy safe for Can- 
ada, the latter being the long end of 
the job. We have put our hand to the 
plow.and we shall not turn back.” 
To the. other. members of the En- 
tente the election said “We agree with 
you that in. union. there is-strength. 


“We appreciate the fact that coalition 


has. been found necessary in all ‘the 
warring countries and we follow your 
example. This Union Government: of 
ours is a pledge that from now on this 
is to be.all the people’s war—not ex- 
cluding Quebec at that.” ; 

To the United States of America it 
said “This is our answer to the craven 
cry ‘Let Uncle Sam-do his bit.” Uncle 
Sam will.do his bit—and Canada will 
do hers. We fight shoulder to should- 
er right through to the finish. Blood 
is thicker than water. North America 
is willing to stake her Hfe on that. 
Our two pairs of hands are across the 
seas.” : : 

‘To our, brave soldiers at the front 
it said “Here is the finest Christmas 
You will 
observe that the-old folks at home are 
of the same mind as the boys in'the 
trenches. Our’ votes, our money, our 
prayers, our best intelligence, our su- 
premest moral force are with you. We 
will see you through the war and make 
you comfortable afterwerds. Stick to 
it. Canada is no. quitter.” 

To the party manipulator, to. the 
machine politician, to the dark-lan- 
tern brigade all over Canada it said 
“This shows you what the people 
think of political parties as they..have 
been conducted-in the-past. Let this 
be a warning to you to purge party 
of its deceits, to implement promises 
with deeds, to make platforms to stand 
on, not’to get in on, to think ‘of office 
as a chance to do good, not ag an op- 
portunity to loot—in short to turn over 
a new leaf and make party_a real ri- 
valry in good works.

Petrograd, Jan. 3.—The -Bolsheviki 
foreign. minister, Leon Trotzky, de- 
clared today that the government of 
the Russian workers would not con- 
-sent to. the German peace proposals. 
_ Petrograd, Jan. 2. (by the Associat- 
ed Press).—The . Russian- peace dele- 
gation officially has suggested to. the 
Central, Powers that the meeting'‘place 
of ‘the peace delegates ‘be transferred 
to neutral soil and has: protested 
against certain articles in the Austro- 
German terms already submitted.” « 
The halt ‘in the Russo-German 
peace negotiations and indications of 
a German refusal to remove the con- 
ference to Stockholm have revived 
universal discussion in Petrograd of a 
resumption of fighting with a greatly 
reduced army of probably three mil- 
lion men, 

Even the most radical Bolsheviki 
and the most ardent peace advocates 
have been aroused by the German 
position. They declare that a resump- 
tion of hostilities is imminent and ex- 
press the belief that -it is possible to 
raise and make effective a small army. 


HARMONIOUS DIFFERENCES, 


Indications are that the German at- 
titude in harmonizing domestic différ- 
ences and is convincing Russians that 
they must fight to save their revolu- 
tionary principles. . 

Chairman Joffe, of the Russian 
peace delegation, today sent an official 
telegram to the chairman of the Ger- 
man, Austrian, Bulgarian and Turkish 
delegations, saying the Russian _re- 
public deems it necessary to conduct 
further peace negotiations on neutral 
soil, and suggest a transfer of the con- 
ference to Stockholm. The telegram 
declares that replies ‘to the message 
are expected by Russia in Petrograd. 
Articles 1 and 2 of the Austro-Ger- 
man terms submitted Dec. 12 (Dec. 25 
new style), the message says, are in 
direct conflict with the principles of 


self-definition of-nations insisted upon.

supported by the Russian republic 
and the-central executive committee 
of the congress of workmen’s and sold- 
iers’ delegates.

INION ORDER REGARDING 
NEW FINANCIAL FLOTATIONS 


Quebec, Jan. 2.—Sir.Lomer Gouin 
as attorney-general of the-Province of 
Quebec, has had. passed an. order-in- 
council_ which will be published in the 
official Quebec Gazette this week, in 
which the executive council of this 
province strongly. protests against the 
order-in-council recéntly passed _ by 


the Dominion government and ‘aimed |- 


at prohibiting, for the time being, all 
undertakings not regarded as essen- 
tial to the country’s full  participa- 
tion in the war by requiring that all 


‘provincial, municipal, and private flot- 


ations be first approved by the federal 
authorities, and informs the govern- 
ment of Canada that it is-the inten- 
tion of the Quebec government to con- 
sider the regulations as illegal, uncon- 
stitutional,. and no wise binding upon 
the province of Quebec. / 


-: PROTECTING CONSTITUTION 


“ Speaking to the Canadian Press to- 
night; Sir Lomer Gouin declared that 
the federal order-in-council prohibit- 
ing the issue of securities unless auth- 
orised by the minister of finance was 
an infringement of provincial auton- 
omy. 

“We have the exclusive right of 
legislating for all powers of bodies 
incorporated here,” he said. 

The attention of the Quebec prem- 
fer was drawn to an Ottawa dispatch 
stating that Quebec was the only pro- 
vince that protested against the feder- 
al order. 

“That makes no difference to us,” 
he commented. “They can do what- 
ever they like. All we want is to, 
protect our constitution.” 


WILL NOT VARY COURSE. 


Ottawa, Jan. 3—It is learned here 
that the Dominion government has 
no intention of varying its course,says 
the Citizen. The position is taken 
that as the financial resources of the

tire west as are those of Messrs. 
Motherwell and Langley, in Saskatch- 
ewan, and Messrs. Cross, Marshall 
and Smith in Alberta. 

It begins to look as though there 
would have to be a shake up in both 
.cabinets. The ministers mentioned 
have shown themselves to be quite 
out of sympathy with the sentiments 
of the,people on the most important 
question. of the day. 

If the majorities in these cabinets 
do not take the matter in hand, and 
force the resignations of the individ- 
uals who have thus rendered them-

The Hanna (Alberta) Herald quotes

ing $13 a day.” Further it declared 
that “by far the greater percentage 
of the miners employed in these coal 
Mines are Germans and Austrians.”

ALBERTA HOLDS MOST. 
OF.CANADA’S COAL 
DEPOSITS 


COUNTRY HAS VAST RESOURCES 
. BUT THEY ARE DIFFICULT - 
TO DISTRIBUTE. 


Toronto, Jan. 4—The Monetary 
Times this week published a four-page 
article by Arthur V. White, on Cana- 
da's coal problem. Mr. White is con- 
silting engineer to the conservation 
commission, and has filled many im* 
portant engineering positions in Eur- 
ope and America. 

“We must direct ourselves to the 
development of our coal resources,” 
said Mr. White, and he gives the ex- 
tent and position of these supplies. 
Nova Scotia has over ten and a half 
billion tons of bituminous coal. New 
3runswick 160,000,000 tons. Ontaric 
hag a small quantity of Hgnite, Quebec 
and Prince Edward Island have none. 
The western provinces have many bil- 
lion tons of lignite, and Alberta has in 
addition to lignite, 845,900,000 tons of 
semi-anthracite, 218,000,000 
bituminous, and well up to a thousand 
billion tons of ‘sub-bituminous. Brit- 
ish Columbja has nearly eighty, billion 
tons of bituminous coal. Besides lig- 
nite and sub-bituminous coal, there 
are reserves in Canada of 313,000,000 
tons of bituminous and 845,900,000 
semi-anthracite coal, although a small 
part of this lying in remote and frigid 
regions may not prove available. The 
peat bogs of Canada are estimated to 
produce 28,000,000,000 tons, equal in 
fuel properties to 16,000,000,000 tons 
of good coal. 

“There is no reason for Canada, 
with her vast resources of fuel and 
water power, to go cold or to have 
her industries throttled by reason of 
power shortage, but Canada may have 
a sore trial in both respects unless 
every possible effort is speedily made 
to deal with the fuel and power sit- 
uation in a comprehensive manner,” 
says Mr. White.

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NEW GOVERNMENT WILL 
~ BE SUMMONED ON 
EARLIEST DATE 

‘ -  POSSIBLE)- 


WRITS ARE NOT RETURNABLE 
UNTIL FEBRUARY 28, AND IT 
MAY BE MARCH 4 BEFORE 
THE HOUSE MEETS. 


Ottawa, Jan. 5.—While the date has. 
ngt yet been fixed and nothing will be 
decided until the return of Sir Robert 
Borden from the south, it .is likely 
that parliament will be summoned to 
meet on Thursday, February 28. It is 
the intention of the government to 
summon the house at the earliest pos- 
sible legal date, and as the writs are 


not returnable until February 28, this 
will likely be the date. It is a possi- 
bility there might be a legal techni- 
cality\which would prevent the open- 
ing on that date, and if this is correct 
the opening would go over until Tues- 
day March 4. 

.As soon as Sir Robert returns early 
next week the government will prepare 
its legislative program, and there will 
be a series‘ of impcrtant cabinet meet- 
ings. Further drastic action towards 
putting Canada on a war basis, is ex- 
pected, however the new government 
is making good progress. It has al- 
ready enacted practically dominion 
wide prohibition and has announced 
@ comprehensive and progressive pol- 
icy of government shipbuilding which 
will greatly assist the allies and will 
place that industry on a permanent 
basis in Canada. 


SHORT SESSION EXPECTED. 


The session, it is expected, will be 
comparatively short, but will be ex- 
ceedingly interesting.; I¢ will be in- 
teresting because of the appearance 
of many new faces, and because of the 
new party alignment. There will be 
much curiosity as to how the Liberal- 
Unionists and Liberal-Conservatives 
amalgamate. Laurierites are under 
the impression that a-number of the 
Liberal Unionists will retyrn to their 
old leader, and are making open boast 
of it, but this is doubted in political 
circles in the capital. There may be 
a few who will give the government 
support in its war measures, but will 
Maerwise identify themselves with 
Laurier, but they will not be more 
than three or four at the outside. 


NEW PARTY PERMANENT. 


The impression is growing at Otta- 
was that the new Unionist party will 
be permanent in character, and that 
there is’ a definite new alignment in 
the political forces éf Canada. Some 
of the Liberal followers may return 
to the old fold, and some of the pres- 


ent cabint ministers may desert after | 


the close of the war, but the general 
belief is that a new party has been 
created in Canada which will result 
in a permanent organization. 

It must be confssed that the new 
ministers are pulling together exceed- 
ingly harmoniously and so far there 
has not been the shadow of a diffier- 
ence. 

They are united in one idea of win- 
ning the war. They will enact much 
radical legislation upon which they 
stand together, and which together 
they will have to defend. After work- 
ing in the one council for several years 
as they are likely to do, it is doubted 
whether they will disintegrate just be- 
cause they opce divided under» the 
names of Liberal and G@onservative.

E, WICHENER | 
~ ADDRESSES THE 
‘WOMEN'S CLUB 


Ata mnéatige of the Women’ 3 Club” 
in the I.0.0.F. Hall, on Saturday after- 
noon, January 5th,,Mr.. BE. Michener 
delivered a-most inferesting and_help- 
ful address, ‘dealing with The Club, 
its purpose, ils seope, and its possi- 


bilities. 

He\said that when organized, some 
time ago, shortly after the women of 
the province recejved ‘their franchise, 
the Club’s chief: purpose was educa- 
tional, to. give the ‘women an oppor- 
tunity to discuss publie questons and 
political issues and:>to become con- 
versant with matters ‘of legislation 
and matters of government. Many 
men are ignorant of British institu- 
tions and British forms of government, 
and these people ‘become a menace to 
the future citizenship of the country, 
because the vote 
persoux counts for just as much as the 
vote of an educated person in a de- 
mocracy, because it is the number of 
votes which decides ‘elections. ~ 

When we speak of the women re- 
ceiving their franchise in the Pro- 
vince of Alberta, it impresses some 
minds with. the thought that a cer- 
tain party has given it to them. Our 
government is. divided into two parts, 
one is legislation and the other is ad- 
ministration. All laws must receive 
the consent of the majority of the gov- 
ernment, or in other words the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, and must also 1e- 
ceive a majority from the members of 
the House. It must also receive the 
consent of the Lieutenant Govefnor. 

After Women’s Suffrage became 
law the women“thought it was up to 
them to learn more,of the matters of 
iegislation and also to learn all they 
could on public questions generally, 
so they could ‘more intelligently Vote 
and exercise their franchise. Many, 
of these issue8. take a long time to 
become law: take for example tem- 
perance legislation. Temperance 
mensures had been advocated for 
years and years, when it was finally 
decided in a little room in Ottawa that 
we should have practically Dominion 
wide prohibition; so it was with the 
auestion of Women’s Suffrage, it came 
about finally with an almost unani- 
mous support from the Members of 
the House. | 

Alberta, some people say, has the 
most advanced legislation of any pro- 
vince in the Dominion, but there is 
still lots of room for improvement on 
matters of legislation as it relates to 
women, take for example the Dower 
Act. It does not give a woman all 
the rights that are coming to a woman 
citizen of our. Province. She has no 
share in her husband's property, we 
have not measured up to the province 
of Ontario in that regard. There is 
also room for improvement in matters 
of administration. The patronage 
system in the party system of govern- 
ment has been the curse of party pol- 
itics. The people of both parties know 
that unless their party is in power 
they will get none of the “political 
plums” as we call them, and that is 
the reason men for generations are:so 
bound to the party system. I think it 
marks a new era in Canadian public 
life, inasmuch as the Union govern- 
ment have done away practically with 
the patronige, system, all appoint- 
ments are made on efficiency tests 
only. As far as the province is con- 
cerned, we still have the patronage 
system, although the Premier has an- 
nounced his intention of bringing 
about a Civil Service Reform: how- 
ever, that has not come about as yet. 
I think the women have a wide field 
of influence in urging upon the govern- 
ment the advisability of eliminating 
the patronage system in the Province. 


THE SCOPE OF THE CLUB. 


When we organized it was not the 
intention to make the club partizan, 
but everyone was invited to the Club 
and were free to vote as they wished, 
after they had formed their conclus- 
ions. Because the Club almost unan- 
imously supported me in the last Pro- 
vincial election, it antagonized the 
other side and they organized the 
women along strictly partizan lines. 
In order to make the scope of this 
Club wider than it has been in the 
past, some have thought that it would 
be advisable to re-organize the Club 
and change the name so that all the 
women of the town can feel free to 
come and avail themselves of its ad- 
vantages. Ithas beensuggested by some 
that we organize it into the “Women's 
Canadian Club.” As some of you 
know, there is a “Men’s Canadian 
Club” in the town, although at pres- 
ent it is not veryactive. We propose 
to engage the services of prominent 
men whenever we can to address us 
on public questions. If we change 
this Club into a Canadian Club we 
can get the sympathy of all the women 
in the city. We have today a Union 
Government in the Dominion, so that 
following the lead of the Union Gov- 
erninent, it is opportune that we or- 
ganize it into a Canadian Club, so that 
we can discuss national problems. We 
know that Canada can never go back 
to the pre-war days of governmert. 
The war has changed the view-p-:int 
and yision of public men and there 
will be great and grave questions 
which will demand the attention of 
the people of Canada. Women need 
to get a wider-vision than simply to 
consider legislation affecting” them: 
selves, they must get a vision of their 


duty in relation to the State. 


THE SOCIAL PROBLEM. 


The greatest problem which we will

Just. where: a happy medium jis 
has yet to be found out, There will 
be extremes, actions hnd  re-actions, 
and doubtless the social clement will 
perhaps go to the extreme, and it is 
for: the women, possibly more than 
the men,. to study these social pro- 
blems. Women may perhaps have 
more time to give thought to these 
problems, Then there is an advant- 
age in looking at these questions from. 
a distance; the men are apt to be pre- 
judiced in connection with their ‘per- 
sonal interests in business. Women 
will view these questions more from 
the standpoint of theory and consider 
the question of the greatest good to 
the greatest number. The women 
have a great scope in this club’ to 
study these social problems. You 
should have debates and have papers 
read in connection with these prob-. 
lems, then the women would, beconre 
used to dealing with them on the pub- 
lic platform, and instead of getting 
lady speakers in, we should be send- 
ing them out. " 


THE CLUB ~POSSIBILITIES. 


It is for the women to grapple with 
many of these great questions. You 


have a promise from the Dominion | 


zovernment that you will have the 
franchise before the next Dominion 
e'ection, and it is up to the women to 
‘mpress upon the goverriment the fact 
that you expect them to live up to 
‘heir promises. 

In the United States anyone who. 
somes there very soon becomes a 
sitizen of the United States because 
hy have there one language, one sys- 
‘em of education and one flag. Should 
his not‘also be true of Canada? It is 
yar duty. to make Canadian citizens 
i alr people speaking other languag- 
es. ae 

The government cannot act without 
dublic sentiment behind it, and I 
‘vould ‘like to-see this Club, ‘whether 
‘t be formed under a new name or 
-ontinue under the present name, take 
the initiative in memorializing the 
‘Inion Government upon these vital 
questions. I trust that we will have 
che development of the highest citi- 
venship that it is possible for us to 
uave. 

Social reform often seems slow, but 
y new light is dawning over storm 
‘louds of social unrest. Wonderful- 
sossibilities lie before us. It is only 
“y the educating and uplifting infiu- 
ances of such organizations that a 
atter citizenship can be realized for 
Janada and for the world. Your work 
tay not seem important now, but you 
.Jay start reforms which will be far 
“eaching in their effect upon public 
‘antiment, and the government cannot 
‘egislate ahead of public sentiment. 
Social reforms are coming—will they 
“ome by evolution or revolution. That 
will depend upon us. 


TAKING OF LENS 


I ASSIGNED TO 
CANADIAN ARMY 


HARD FIGHTING MEN OF THE 
DOMINION NOW WAGING 
AGGRESSIVE WARFARE. 


Toronto, Jan. 5.—The Globe, edited 
by Stewart Lyon, who recently _re- 
turned from Flanders, where he was 
correspondent for the Canadian press 
in its leading editorial today, headed 
“Canada at the front,” says: 

“The period of comparative quiet 
for the Canadian corps which follow- 
ed the victory at Passchendaele has 
come to an end once more. The 
hard fighting men of the Dominion are 
waging aggressive warfare in the Lens 
area. 

“It may be expected therefore, that 
the operations against Lens to be car- 
ried out by the Canadian corps dur- 
ing the coming spring will take the 
form of an enveloping movement rath- 
er than a frontal attack from the west. 


The flooding of, the Souchez valley | 


safeguards a par¥of the German front 
south of the riverbut the way through 
Avion and Mericourt is not closed by 
these floods, and the ground, even 
during the rainy season of early spring 
is not impracticable. The most ser- 
ious obstacle to an early advance is 
the water filled shell holes with which 
the entire front is pitted and which 
greatly obstruct the movement of ar- 
tillery of a larger calibre that field 
guns. The enemy appears to fear an 
attack very soon, his trench raids 
being manifestly planned to secure 
identifications all along the Canadian 
front with the object of learning if 
the lines are abnormally manned, as 
they are just before an assault. He 
remembers that in April last the Can- 
adians took Vimy Ridge at a_ time 
when according to all the best books 
on .t&ctics they should have been de- 
feated by mud alone. Whether now, 
during the short period when the 


ground is frost bound, and snow-cov- 
ered, or later when the rains of spring 
have ceased, the enemy is reasonably 
certain that in the Lens region he will 
have to face a formidable Canadian 
attack. And he does not like the pros- 
pect, for these attacks have in the past 
been pressed home with unfaltering 
resolution to assured success.

Italian Headquarters in . Northern 
Italy, Jan. -2.—(By ~ the: Associated 
Press).—The. French, in their recent 
successful operation on Monte Tombe 
captured more prisoners. than — they 
had men: engaged, according. toa vet- 
eran offiter who witnessed the fight. 
From-the top of a near-by hill he saw 
the French attack and afterwards saw 
the prisoners, guns and booty brought 
in. 

“It was. a record making fight in 
aany respects.”. he declared, “Just 
chink, the French took more prisoners 
-han they had men engaged, which is 
:mong the records in military annals. 
They also captured their first Aus- 
-rian prisoners, which is another mile- 
stone for them, as heretofore they had 
saptured only Germans. : 

“In addition to the 1,400 prisoners, 
ve counted 560 dead on the ground, 
nd no one knows how many more 
vere in the caverns and under the 
sushes. The perfect French military 
‘ystem enabled them to accomplish’ 
his with insignificant loss—less than 

0 men. 
S SURPRISED THEM. 

“The 60th Austrian division, which 
vas the gone attacked, is considered 
. good fighting organization, but the 
\ustrians wré accustomed to fighting 
tussians and Roumaniens, and this 
vas the first time they had met the 
ughly trained French troops. The 
‘esult was that rawness and indis- 
dipline were swept away before dis- 
dpline and training. 

“When the prisoners were brought 
n, I never saw a more miserable 
itiful, starved lot of soldiers. They 
ooked like the riff-raff from the slums 
f some big’ city. Even the officers 
-ppeared underfed ,and under clothed, 
nd I only saw one with a whole pair 
breeches. | 

“When the officers were lined up 
here were 42 Austrians and 2 Ger- 
nans. The Austrians were told they 
vould receive the usual treatment 
‘iven officers and gentlemen, but the 
-wo Germans were told plainly that 
hey would receive exactly the samé 
reatment given French ‘officers in Ger- 
nany. ‘The group of Austrian officers 
vas impressed greatly at this, and 
ypenly declared their_hatred of the 
yermans. A little Jater we heard the 
\ustrian soldiers cheering, and it 
urned out they were cheering their 
*rench captors.” "

POLITICAL POWER 
> “PASSED TO WEST 


It is worthy of note that the West 
has decided the last two great nation- 
al elections on the North American 
continent. The -western states re- 
elected Woodrow Wilson, President, 
in November, 1916. The Provinces of 
Western Canada returned Sir Robert 
Borden and the Union government in 
December, 1917. 

Furthermore, it is to be noted that 
in both cases the unexpected hap- 
pened. When New York State and 
Illinois went for Hughes, his election 
seemed to be so assured that both 
New York City and Chicago, indeed, 
almost the whole of the Republic, be- 
gan to celebrate the Republican vic- 
tory. But they reckoned without the 
farmers of the Western States. 

These developments carry their 
own lesson. The seer who years ago 
said: “Westward the course of Em- 
pire holds its way,” was considered a 
visionary; but the truth of the state- 
ment is being demonstrated before our 
eyes.

In the United States it used to be 
said: “As goes Maine so goes the 
Union,” and in Canada it used to be 
said: “Quebec holds the balance of 
power.” But neither of these state- 
ments now holds’ good. Political 
power on this continent has passed to 
the great plains of the West.’

The fall of Jerusalem, its passing 
from the hands of the Turks into the 
hands of the British, has excited an in- 
terest throughout the civilised world 
wholly disproportionate to its impor- 
tance as a military event in the war. 
The city is not a-strategic. point... It 
does not command control of any sea 
or territory:. In a military sense its 
fall is significnat chiefly as an Indica- 
tion that the British are stronger than 
the Prussianized: Turks and that there 
is no danger;now of the Central Pow- 
ers‘reaching the Suez Canal and seiz- 
ing Egypt. | 

What then has given to the capture 
of Jerusalem its world-wide appeal to 
the .imagination. : 

Situated as it is in the midst of the 
land that may be said to be the junct- 
fon between Europe, Asia, and Africa, 
Jerusalem has been the very centre 
of history. Over 
Palestine back and forth have swept 
the tides of war. On its soil Empire 
has struggled with Empire again and 
again. And it is for that very reason 
because it has been the vicarious suf- 
cerer in the turmoil] of the world, that 
jut of Jerusalem and Palestine has 
zome the world’s religion. 

Jerusalem is one of the _ oldest 
aities in the world with a continuous 
aistory. There are historical records 
of Jerusalem, outside of the ordinary 
Biblical chronology, which go back to 
ifteen hundred years before Christ. 
:t is of course the great and glorious 
city of the Hebrew Scriptures. What 
’4gme and Athens are in the classical 
writers, so is Jerusalem to the poets, 
aistorians and philosophers of the 
incient Jews. David made himself 
prince of one of the Israelitish tribes 
of the Semitesandcaptured Jerusalem. 
{ts fortified part was known as Zion 
David built an altar and a new town— 
the City of David. His son Solomon 
erected a great palace, temple and fort 
of unheard of strength and s,lendor, 
and during his reign Jerusalem le- 
came the headquarters of all Israel- 
ites. After the division of the King- 
lom of Israel it was the capital of the 
tribe of Judah and its allies. 

King Shishak of Egypt conquered 
it in the reign of Solomon’s son Reho- 
boam. A century later King Jehoram 
plundered it. Sixty years later Joash, 
King of Israel, defeated Amaziah of 
Judah and destroyed “the walls of 
Jerusalem. Amaziah's son, Uzziah, 
rebuilt them. Later still, Hezekiah 
3trengthened the walls and provided 
the city with water hy underground 
passages. Sennacherib, the Assyrian 
general, was unable to capture Jerus- 
alem, but Nebuchadnezzar did capture 
it, and carried off some ten thousand 
nobles, soldiers, and craftsmen, in- 
cluding the prophet Ezekiel, into a 
Babylonian captivity. Jerusalem was 
again destroyed, and many years pass- 
ed. Then Cyrus the Persian conquer- 
ed Babylon and allowed the Jews to 
return. Nehemiah rebuilt and enlarg- 
ed the walls. Alexander of Macedon, 
established a mild rule; Ptolemy of 
Dgypt, a ruthless rile. 

The Jews were recovering, only to 
have the Syrian Epiphanés raze their 
walls. The hero Judas Maccabeus 
rebuilt them. Antiochus pulled them 
down and another Maccabee, Jona- 
than rebuilt them. Another Antiochus 
demolished them, and Hyrcanus ‘re- 
established them. Then later, Pom- 
pey captured Jerusalem with fearful 
slaughter. This was followed by a 
Parthian incursion. A generation be- 
fore Christ was born, Herod the Great 
an Idumaean, ended the Maccabaean 
He refortified the city, rebuilt 
the~Temple, and erected- magnificent 
public buildings. When Christ came, 
the ‘Hebrew Yerushalayim contained 
more people and was more splendid 
than ever before or since. But the 
authority of Herod’s successor, Arche- 
laus, was supplanted by that of Roman 
procurators. Under one of them, Pil- 
ate, Jesus Christ was condemned to 
death and crucified. 

Then came Herod Agrippa, who 
built new walls; and ther came the de- 
struction of Jerusalem by Titus. Sixty 
years later Hadrian constructed a new 
town. Rebellious Jews strove to re- 
build, but Julius Severus demolished 
their efforts. Meanwhile, Jerusalem 
was slowly submitting to Christian in- 
fluences. A Roman Emperor, who 
happened to be Constantine, was con- 
verted to Christianity, and ordered a 
church to be built over the Holy Sep- 


ulcnre. Three centuries went 
Then the Persians captured Jerusa- 
lem. The Emperor Heraclius recap- 
tured it only to lose it a little later to 
the Caliph Omar. It remained for 
four and a half centuries’ under Mo- 
hammedan sway before delivered by 
Godfrey de Bouillon. Christian for a 
century, it was taken and refortified 
by Saladin and became Mohammedan. 
After the possession of Jerusalem 
(1229-1244) by the Emperor Frederick 
IIl., the Arab domination of Palestine 
changed to Turkish. General Allen- 
by has now driven the Turk out of 
Jerusalem; he has added his name to 
the long line of deliverers of the city 
from an unwelcome yoke. q 

Thus in the annals of war Palestine 
has been second to no other country. 
More often tham not the Holy Land 
has resounded to the alarums of war— 
not always as knightly wars, however, 
as Scott describes in his Palestine 
romance, “The Talisman”—with Jeru- 
salem as the great prize. 

Modern Jerusalem is truly a pgly- 
glot city. The racial and_ religious 
struggles which have marked its cheq- 
uered career have left their impress 
upon its population, its customs and 
its architecture. It has always been
